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REPORT OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS 


The fire commissioners feel that 1946 was a very 
satisafctory year on fire control. No bad fire loss was 
experienced and this was mainly due to high efficiency 
of the Fire Department. 

Forest fires were held to a very small loss. 

The equipment is in excellent condition except for 
the old forest fire pump which we wish to replace. 
No hose was purchased in 1946 as it seemed unwise to 
overstock on this item and have it deteriorate in 
storage. 

The old forest fire pump mentioned above is an 


unsatisfactory unit and we have $500 in our budget | 
for 1947 with which to purchase a new modern pump. — 


Your fire alarm system has functioned well and an 
alarm box is to be located outside the fire station. 
We feel that this alarm box located outdoors and cen- 
trally located will be of assistance in fire control. 

The contract with the Lyndeborough selectmen 
covering fire coverage in their town has been adjusted 
upward to meet added costs in our Department. 

General appearance of the fire station is poor due 
to paint shortage. Sufficient money is in the 1947 bud- 
get to paint the building if good paint can be obtained. 

Surplus war fire equipment has been available the 
past year. We took advantage of such offerings in 
the way of a foam protective unit, gas masks and 
special fog nozzles.

We have completed our audit of the books of the 
various officers of the town for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1946, and find them in good order. 

The roeneal of the Trustees of the Trust Funds, 
Trustees of the Wilton Public Library, and Judge of 
the Municipal Court have all been checked and found 
correct. 

We have gone over the records of the Water Com- 
missioners for sales, receipts and uncollected balances 
as of December 31 and found them to be correct. Col- 
lections were properly turned over to the Treasurer 
regularly. The Town Clerk’s records on registrations 
of automobiles and dog licenses have been checked 
and found correct. Collections have been turned over 
to the Town Treasurer promptly as required by law. 

The uncollected accounts of the Tax Collectors and 
the Town Water Commissioner have been verified by 
sending individual notices to each debtor. 

While outstanding accounts receivable in the Water 
department are being constantly reduced we believe 
that a firmer credit policy should be inaugurated. We 
see no justification in permitting water bills to.run 
for twelve or eighteen months. The present policy is 
no different than that in effect for a number of years 
past. We recommend that service be disconnected 
when a bill is unpaid at the end of 60 days.

During the past year we have been faced with 
many problems caused by the conversion from war to 
peace. During and immediately following the war the 
shortages of material and labor limited the main-— 
tenance and improvement of facilities. The present 
extremely high cost of both has necessarily limited the 
extent of improvements that could be carried out in 
the past year within our budget limitations. We have, | 
however, succeeded in making the needed changes in 
the boys’ basement, the conversion of the old locker 
room into usable working space and a fairly extensive — 
but much needed job of painting and reconditioning 
the hallways. In the year to come it is planned to con-_ 
tinue in a moderate manner, and within the limits of | 
our means, this program of improvement along with. 
necessary maintenance. 

It is in the scholastic field that we feel that the 
greatest gains have been made under the intelligent 
leadership of Mr. Paire who has so very effectively ad- 
ministered the affairs of the school. We believe the 
results of his work will be revealed in years to -come 
in the gradually improving standard of the school. The 
able leadership of Mr. Paire has been effectively 
backed by the faculty as a whole who deserve com-.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Wilton: 


I respectfully submit my twenty-fourth annual re- 
port : as your Superintendent of Schools. 


Outlook for Education 

The State Board of Education with the leadership 
of the new Commissioner of Education has carefully 
drawn up a new plan for state aid, and suggested a 
largely increased legislative appropriation to make it 
effective. The Interim Commission authorized by the 
1945 Legislature has made an exhaustive study of pub- 
lic education in New Hampshire and their report 
further emphasizes the need of largely increased state 
aid to the local school districts. 

The state aid plan in use since 1919, providing for 
elementary schools only, was based on a very compli- 
cated formula which was difficult to apply and unsat- 
isfactory in its administration. Furthermore the legis- 
lative appropriation was seldom sufficient to cover the 
‘requirements of the law. 

The proposed plan, which would give state aid 
for support of high school as well as elementary is 
embodied in a bill now under consideration in the Leg- 
islature. It sets up a simple formula allowing a fixed 
sum of money for each pupil attending school in any 
given school district. Two kinds of state aid are pro- 
posed; first, an Equalization Fund to supply any dis- 
trict with the money it needs for support of high and 
elementary schools beyond the amount of a local tax 
-of $6.00 on each $1000 of equalized valuation; second, 
a General Fund to supply to every school district in 
the state a certain sum of money for each child attend- 
ing school. 

These funds must be provided by legislative ap- 
propriations; in case such appropriation is not suff- 
cient, provision is made to supply the Equalization aid 
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first and to distribute the remainder as General aid pro- 
portionally. 

The reasons for the proposed new plan and its: 
justification are to be. found in a comparison of New 
Hampshire with the other states of the Union. New 
Hampshire is the fourth lowest state in the percentage 
of state aid furnished the local school units, providing 
only 7% of the local costs of elementary schools as 
compared with a national average of 357%. New 
- Hampshire is the only state not now providing state 
aid for high school costs. 

Education is universally recognized as a responsi- 
bility which the state cannot escape by throwing the 
entire burden of costs upon local real estate taxation— 
a burden so unequal that it amounted to a tax ranging 
all the way from $3.73 per $1000°in one town to $32.41 
in another town in the school year 1944-45. 

A citizenry made up of people enlightened through 
universal education is the only sure guarantee for the 
protection of the American democratic principle of the 
dignity and worth of the individual, and is as neces- 
sary as adequate military defense. The Nation's eco- 
nomic security depends more upon acquired know- 
ledge and skill than upon natural resources. Democ- 
racy is constantly threatened by hostile alien political, 
economic and social theories that can be defeated only 
by vigilant, constant efforts comparable to those that 
won the war, in which every individual has a responsi- 
bility and a contribution to make. 

In such a citizenry no less than a complete high 
school education for every mentally competent child 
_is sufficient. No less than the very best teaching will 
assure such a degree of intelligence. The most com- 
petent persons must be secured and adequately trained 
for the teaching profession—persons who have the un- 
derstanding and skill to discover and _ intelligently 
stimulate and develop the talents of children. The 
practitioner of no other profession needs more highly 
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specialized knowledge, more technical precision and 
artistic skill, than the. teacher. 


Against this conception of the ideal as a back- 
ground, let us look at the present condition: more than 
a third of the nation’s 900,000 teachers have quit 
teaching entirely since 1939; 60,000 vacancies have not 
been filled at all and 109,000 persons lacking the full 
qualifications for teaching certificates have been em- 
ployed on emergency permits. Nearly 500 such per- 
sons are now teaching in New Hampshire. — 


The end of the war brought no relief, and there 
will be no relief until persons of high native ability 
-can be attracted to the teacher training institutions in 
much greater numbers, and there receive a full four 
year training. Such persons will not be keen to invest 
four years in this training unless they can expect re- 
wards, in terms of money and satisfactions, that are 
comparable to those in other occupations requiring a 
like amount of training. 


Salaries 


Last year I reported on a survey of current salaries 
of elementary and high school teachers in New Hamp- 
shire. A similar survey was made in November of this 
year which reveals that towns in the population range 
from 1500 to 2500 are paying their elementary teach- 
ers salaries ranging from a low of $1800 to a high of 
$2340 with an average slightly under $1500. The same 
survey shows that high school women teachers in 
these towns are receiving from $1800 to $2000, with 
an average of slightly more than $1850. 


The complete survey shows a_ definite upward 
trend in salaries from last year to this in the small 
towns as well as in the larger towns and in the cities 
and at this moment many New Hampshire towns are 
granting “bonus” payments for the current year rang- 
ing from $200 to $400. The prospects are good that 
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even the war emergency teachers next year will get 
a minimum of $1500 while four-year graduates of 
teacher training institutions will expect to receive a 
minimum of $1800. 7 


Other School Costs 


In common with experience in every other field the 
costs of nearly every item of school suppoyt has in- 
creased materially as compared with the years before 
1940. Prices of textbooks are advancing at least 15% 
since a year ago and the average price advance in the 
many items of scholars’ supplies in the same time is 
around 35%. Personal services of every kind call for 
increased wages. 

War-time shortages made it necessary to do with- 
out a certain amount of maintenance and repair work 
which must be taken care of as materials and skilled 
labor become available and costs will be higher in 
these items. However, needed improvements in plant 
and equipment as well as in the general educational 
services must be made if we are to hold our own in 
the general improvement throughout the State and 
Nation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
September 1945 to January 1947 


There have been two physicals for many of Wil- 
ton’s boys and girls in the past year. Dr. C. E. Rice’s 
examination of 171 girls was well under way in No- 
vember 1945. It was completed and Dr. Raymond 
Galloway's first check-up of 154 boys was made soon 
after my return to duty in March 1946.

No Tonsil and Adenoid Clinic Services were avail- 
able last summer; in fact parents were advised to post- 
pone tonsil and adenoid operations during the preva- 
lence of polio in New Hampshire. 

We had cases of chicken pox, whooping cough and 
mumps during this year and a very real epidemic of 
measles in April and May. Dr. Galloway was able to 
procure serum from State Board of Health and many 
of our susceptible children-were inoculated. We found 
that the children who received inoculation at time of 
exposure, or previous to it, developed very light cases _ 
of measles. A few who were known to have been ex- 
posed were immunized by the serum. | 

Toxoid Booster Shots against diphtheria were given 
96 pupils in January 1946 under the supervision of the © 
State Board of Health Nurse, Mrs. Marie Fahey. 

Tuberculosis Patch Tests were made for 90 pupils 
under the supervision of Mrs. Irene Buchall, N. H.. 
Tuberculosis Association Nurse, in May. Twelve 
pupils reacted to skin tests and were X-rayed by port-

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able unit at Milford. Reports: from X- -rays were “neg- 
ative.” 

Vision and hearing tests were conducted by the 
nurse in March, April and May, 1946, as usual. 

Hearing: Defect found, both ears, one, is under 
supervision of Hanover, N. H., Clinic. One ear no 
hearing since birth, probably. Border-line cases: both 
ears, 6; one ear, 3. Many children had colds at time of 
audiometer test. 

Vision: Defects uncorrected—16; of these, 10 were 
newly found, spring 1946. The new defects now wear- 
ing glasses 8, and one has been under advice. Total 
corrections with glasses, 46.
